The ohief conteat in the Dim yoratic ranks
{5 belween two of the great rallway kiogs of
the State—Judge Packer, who owns &n snor-
mons amount of railway property, aud George
W. Caas, the President of the Pittsburg, I'ort
Wayne, and Chicago Railroad; and while thery
is soms danger of & collision of these leavy
traina that would result in mutaal destrae.
tion, it is gemerally supposed that Packer or
Caas will be the Demooratio nomines, and that,
in either omse, the Democratic party woull
make & bold and vigorons oanvass,

The Republicans of P'ennsylvania should be
warned, not only by the result of the elsction
here in 1867, but the resalt in New York lsst
year, of the necessity of placing in nomination
a popular and nnimpoenchabla candidate. There
is but little vitality left in the old jssnes gone-
rated by the war, and the people are growiog
more and more anxions ia regard to the char-
soter of the men who solicit their auffeages
go that the coming campaign will, to an nnn-
sually large extent, be coutrolled by personal
influences.

Several months will elapsa before tha Re.
publican State Convention will assewmble, and
a warm disonssion of the merits of the ro.
gpective oandidates is now progressing, and a
very decided feeling of hostility to the renomi
nation of Governor Geary has been displayed.
IIe has made a great mauy bitter enemies and
comparatively few warma friends during his
offivial term, and there is a general conviption
that it would be dangerous to maeke him the
Republioan standard-bearer in a oloss cawm-
paign,

It i3 either Governor Geary'a fault or his
misfortune (and for practical purposss it
matters mot which), that he has failed to
realize the expeotations of the people. Aflsirs
at Harrisburg have gone from bad to worse
during his ocoupancy of the exsvutive chair.
and although his friends allege that it is nnjust |
o hold him responsible for the weakness and |
corruption of senators and assemblymen, they
can soaroely pretend that he has championsl
the real interests of the State, and fenght tiy
good fight of honesty, with any remarkalle |
degree of zeal, earnestness, or Intelliganoe,

Hi hag alzo failed to make a good impres.
sion either upon the politicians or the masaes |
with whom he has been brought into contact,
and any prestige he may derive from his
trinmph in 1866 (when all the Northarn
States were omrried by overwhelming majo-
ritlea, throngh the aid of Johnson’s pearformn-
ances in swinging romnd the oircls), is more
than connterbalanced by Lis present unpopau-
larity. .

The number of new candidates antaring the
fleld is of itself & sufiicient indication of ths
prevailing indizposition to compliment Geary
with the empty bhonor of & renominatiou,
Among those named are Gsoeral John I, Har-

marked ability; and General William Lilly, of
Carbon county, whe ia extensively engaged (a
enterprisss connected with the I.'l:'-'cll_)ln'“,'-n'
of the ccal and iron intereats of that reglon
and who, although a popular favorite ol the
Demooracy io a strong Demovratic distriot,
abandoned that party more than ten years ago,
when ita love of slavery and treason became
manifest, and has ever eluce been an active
member of the Hepublivan organization.
